Mayor Raymond R. Tucker, 
after signing into law a measure 
for an election May 26 on a 
$110,639,000 bond issue for pub- 
lic improvements, announced to- 
day he would veto a bill for an 
election June 1 of a board of 
freeholders to draft a new city 
charter. 

The Board of Aldermen earlier 


fn the day had enacted both 


measures—the bond issue elec- 
tion by a vote of 27 to 0 and the 
freeholder election by a vote of 
24 to 3 with two aldermen ab- 
sent. 

The bond issue election ordi- 
nance wil now go to the Board 
of Election Commissioners, 
where it will be advertised for 
the election as required by low. 

In announcing he would veto 
the bill for the election of 13 
freeholders, the Mayor said he 
was opposed to it only because 
of the June 21 date of the elec- 
tion. We said he feared it was 
too close to the bond issue elec- 
tion and might become confused 
in the minds of voters with the 
public improvement project. 

He said he would return the 
vetoed bill to the Board of Al- 
dermen May 6.. If the board 
overrides the veto on that date, 
persons who desire to be free- 
holder candidates will have only 
until May 9 to get petitions 
signed and turned into the board 
for the June 21 election. Peti- 
tions for each candidate must 
have at least 250 signatures of 
voters on them. 

The bond issue election ordi- 
nance, supported by Mayor Tuck- 
er, was enacted under a suspen- 
sion of the rules.

Those who voted against the 
freeholder election bill were 
Donald Gunn, president of the 
Dboatd; Albert Villa, Eleventh 
Ward, and Anthony Mascazzini, 
Twenty-fourth Ward. All are 
Democrats. 

Mascazzini said he opposed 
the bill because of the date of 
the election, but he favors char- 
ter revision. 

Tucker’s View. 

Mayor Tucker has said that 
the June 21 date for a free- 
holder election is too close to 
the bond issue election to per- 
mit voters to become acquainted 
with the candidates, and at that 
time many St. Louisans are on 
vacation and will not bother to 
obtain an absentee ballot for 
such an election. 

The Mayor had urged an elec- 
tion of freeholders some time in 
September. 

He pointed out that the free- 
holders will hold office for a 
year, their terms expiring in 
the summ.r of 1956, which al- 
most certainly would throw the 
charter election in with next 
year’s August primary, with the 
danger that political considera- 
tions would overshadow the im- 
portance of revision of the city’s 
cherter. '

PRICE OF MILK 
INCREASED 2 CENTS 
BY TWO DAIRIES 


Milk prices delivered to homes 
in the St. Louis area were in- 
creased 2 cents a bottle today 
by the two major dairies. The 
increase ended a steady down- 
ward trend over the past sevy- 
eral months. 

Under the new price sched- 
ules homogenized milk will cost 
22 cents a quart. Half gallons 
of homogenized milk will be 
39 cents. The new prices were 
put into effect by Pevely and 
St. Louis dairies. 

A spokesman said the in- 
crease Was partly the result of 
stabilization of the milk market. 
The St. Louis price is still below 
the national average of 23.1 
cents per quart delivered at 
home, he said.

The suits are test cases. The 
Japanese Government waived 
rights for wartime damages in 
the peace treaty. 


Ryuichi Shimoda, who lost his 
wife and four children, sued for 
300,000 yen (about $800). Mrs. 
Make Tada, who said her hus- 
band divorced her after her face 
was scarred, and Hisaji Hamabe, 
who lost his wife and five chil- 
dren, sued for 200,000 yen each. 
All three said they are unable 
to work and are destitute. 

Another victim of a blood- 
disease that may have been 
caused by the A-bombing of 
Hiroshima died there yesterday. 
He was Takumaro Ito, a school- 
teacher and fourth to die this 
year from what Kyodo news 
service calls atomic sickness. 
The disease is marked by a drop 
in white blood corpuscles,

SIATE SALES TAX 


Measure Sent to House 
Designed to Bring In 
More Revenue for 
Schools — Election 
Proposed Oct. 4.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 26 
-—-A bill calling for a referen- 
dum on increasing the 2 per 
cent state sales tax to 24% per 
cent was passed by the Senate 
today and sent to the House. 

The proposal, which would 
bring in an estimated $24,250,- 
000 a year in additional revenue, 
was designed primarily to fi- 
nance increased state aid to 
public schools. The bill was 
passed, 22 to 8. 

If passed by the House, the 
sales tax proposal would be sub- 


mitted to voters in a special 
election next Oct. 4. The in-

The bill, one of many approved 
by the Senate today, was spon- 
sored by a joint Legislative Edu- 
cation Study Committee created 
by the 1953 Legislature. The 
special committee also is spon- 
soring a proposed public school 
foundation law which would in- 
crease state aid to public schools 
by about $22,000,000 a year. 

Under the foundation pro- 
gram, which was passed previ- 
ously by the Senate, each school 
district which levies $1 or more 
on each $100 assessed property 
valuation in local taxes would 
be guaranteed $185 annually 
per pupil in state aid. 

The sales tax bill would set 
up a bracket system for collec- 
tion of the 242 per cent levy, 
thus eliminating officially the 
use of tokens. 


The bracket system would 
work as follows on taxable sales, 
services and transactions: one 
cent to 18 cents, no tax; 19 to 
49 cents, one cent; 49 cents to 
$1, 2 cents; $1 to $1.39, 3 cents. 
For each additional 40 cents of 
sales price an additional one 
cent tax would be collected. 

Only one St. uis Senator, 
Michael Kinney, voted for the 
measure. St. Louis Senators Wil- 
liam E. Hilsmati, Edward J. 
Hogan, John W. Joynt, Robert 
Pentland and James M. Webbe 
voted against it and Senator 
John J. Barrett was absent. 


Other Senators against the 
bill were Edgar J, Keating 
(Dem.) and Charles Madison 
(Rep.), both of Kansas City, and 
Leo J. Rozier (Rep.), Perryville. 

Shortly after the Senate passed 
the sales tax measure, a bill to 
levy a state cigarette tax of 2 
cents a pack was introduced by 
Senator John W. Noble (Dem.), 
of Kennett. 

Noble estimated that the levy, 
if passed by the Legislature and 
approved by the voters in a ref- 
erendum on the same date as 
the proposed sales tax election 
Oct. 4; would bring in $8,000,000 
to $10,000,000 a year to the 
state. 

The cigarette tax bill rounded 
out the fiscal program by Senate 
leaders. designed to provide in- 
creased aid to schools, to im- 
prove the mental health program 
and to finance other state needs, 
such as better operation of penal 
institutions and higher old-age 
‘pensions. 

The cigarette levy, together 
with a higher sales tax, would 
give the state an additional $32,- 
000,000 to $34,000,000 a year 
for these purposes, it was esti- 
mated. 

Noble's bill was introduced 
under a suspension of the rules 
since the deadline for introduc- 
tions was March 1 in the Sen- 
ate. The vote for suspension of 
rules was 27 to 4.

The Hawkins bill, which would 
require a $22,000,000-a-year rise 
in state aid to the schools, would 
set up a new system of aid pay- 
ments which would guarantee 
all«school districts at least $185 
a year per pupil. There is pend- 
ing in the Senate a bill to in- 
crease the current 2 per cent 
state sales tax to 24% per cent 
to provide the additional reve- 
nue required to finance the 
“foundation program” in full. 

Authorizing the first percent- 
age increase in school aid in 
about 75 or 80 years, the bill 
provides for total school ex- 
penditures of $112,686,129, in- 
cluding about $10,000,000 for vo- 
cational agriculture and various 
administrative programs.

Only the L. & N. and its allied roads have refused to settle this dispute The unions are 
NOT asking to have. any deductions made from the pay of any employee. 


Another important issue in dispute is the refusal of the L. & N. Railroad to bargain 
with the union representatives of its employees as the Railway Labor Act provides. 
The L. & N. completely disregards the fact that employees are legally entitled to 


belong to unions and that unions are legally entitled to deal with management for 
the working conditions of employees they represent.

Binh Xuyen Appointee 
| Succeeded by Army 
| Man — New Head- 
quarters Set Up. 


SAIGON, South Viet Nam, 
April 26 (AP) — Premier Ngo 
Dinh Diem today fired a Binh 
Xuyen appointee, Lai Van Sang, 
as director general of the Viet 
Namese National Surete, the se- 
curity police. 

He named Army Col. Nguyen 
Ngoc Le as Sang’s successor. 

The government indicated that, 
rather than force Sang out of 
the Surete headquarters build- 
ing, Le will install himself tem- 
porarily in prefectural headquar- 
ters a half mile away. 

_ Instructions will be issued to 
all the 5000 Surete agents in 


the provinces that henceforth 
a will take their orders from 


Showdown in Crisis. ' 

The Premier’s move brought 
a crisis between the government 
and the Binh Xuyen to a head. 
The Binh Xuyen, a society head- 
ed by former river pirates, has 
refused to withdraw its control 
of the Surete on the ground that 
Sang was named by. Chief of 
State Bao Dai and only the ex- 
emperor could revoke the ap- 
pointment. Though Diem has 
asked Bao Dai previously to fire 
Sang, there has been no reply. 
The Chief of State has been 
living in France for more than 
a year. 

Diem originally intended to 
seize Surete headquarters by 
force, but he was dissuaded by 
both French Gen. Paul Ely and 
American special envoy Gen. J. 
Lawton Collins. 

At the same time it was 
learned that the Army inspector 
general, Nguyen Van Vy, has 
left Saigon for Dalat, the sum- 
mer capital 140 miles northeast 
of Saigon. There were rumors 
in Saigon that Vy was to be ar- 
rested for insubordination to 
Diem. 

Diem’s office denied this, say- 
ing: “There is no reason why 
we should arrest him. If we 
wanted to we could ask for his 
resignation.” 

Vy and some other officers 
recently sent a telegram to Bao 
Dai saying they opposed civil 
war. 

Gen. Ely, French commission- 
er general in Indochina, today 
accused the Communist Viet- 
minh of violating the Geneva 
armistice by murdering and tor- 


turing former anti-Communist 


partisans in North Viet Nam. 
Ely made the fh 

denying V that 

the partisans ‘or 


ders to continue harassing Com- 
munist forces after the armis- 
tice, which was signed last sum- 
mer. 

“The French Government. . . 
makes the most formal denial of 
these lying accusations,” Ely 
said in a communique. 

He declared specific orders 
had been given to partisans in 
the region east of Lao Kay, on 
the Chinese border, to give up 
or destroy their arms and either 
join the Vietminh army or go 
south to freedom. 

“Those who chose to submit 
were imprisoned and re-edu- 
cated. Others were shot. Those 
who sought to leave North Viet 
Nam were deliberately massa- 
cred en route,” Ely said. 

“On July 26,” he said, “a col- 
umn of 1400 partisans, women 
and children left Ban Nam Co 
(15 miles southwest of Lao Kay) 
to reach Laos. Thirty-five sur- 
vivors reached Laos Sept. 5. 

Repeated Violations. 

“The government of the

MISSOURI SENATE 
PASSES ANNUAL 
SESSIONS BILL 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 26 
(AP)—A plan for: annual ses- 
sions of the Missouri Legislature 
was passed by the Senate today. 
It was sent to the House on a 
30-to-3. vote. If also approved 
by the House, the proposed con- 
stitutional change would go be- 
fore the voters at a general or 
special election. 

Three Democratic Senators 
dissented—William M. Quinn of 
George A. Spencer of 
Columbia and Jack C, Jones of 
Carrollton. 

Quinn predicted the plan 
would be defeated by the voters

The Legislature now has one 
five-month regular session every 
two years and can meet in spe- 
cial sessions at the call of the 
Governor for not more than 60 
days. The special session plan 
would not be changed under the 
new system.

MISSOURI CHECKS 
STATE. EMPLOYES 
FOR TAX EVASION 


Inquiry Part of Wider 
Investigation — De- 

" partment _Hampered 
By Lack of Funds. 


By BOYD F. CARROLL 
The Jefferson City Corres 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 26 
—The State Department of Rev- 
enue, which is stepping up its 
efforts to run down state income 
tax dodgers among private citi- 
zens in Missouri, also is check- 
ing on state employes who fail 
to file state income tax returns 
or pay such taxes due the state. 

This inquiry into evasion of 
the state tax by state employes 
was disclosed when the 
Post - Dispatch inquired yester- 
day about current reports that 
some state employes had boast- 
ed they never had filed returns 
with the state. 

Gov. Donnelly referred in- 
quiries to .the Department of 
Revenue, but added, emphatic- 
ally, “they will have to pay like 
anyone else.” 

T. R. Allen, supervisor of the 
income tax unit of the Depart- 
ment of Revenue, said his de- 
partment has been making a 
check of state employes residing 
in Cole county, seat of the state 
capital, “and have picked up 
quite a few.” 

100 Found in County. 

He estimated about 100 Cole 
county employes of the state had 
been found to have evaded fil- 
ing tax returns, so far, and the 
check still was under way. No 
names were disclosed under the 
law. 

“We have received some let- 
ters about state employes and 
will check further,” Allen said. 

He said the department was 
handicapped in checking such 
evasions because of lack of funds 
and staff, but hoped to expand 
the work under a pending re- 

quest to the Legislature for an 
eaditional $200,000 to be used 
in comparing Federal income 
tax returns filed in the state 
against state returns, to uncover 
evasions. 

Federal law authorizes the 
state to inspect and photostat 
federal income tax returns filed 
in Missouri on request of the 
Governor. In turn, Missouri au- 
thorizes federal inspection of 
state returns. The privileges 
are extended to official agencies 
only and not to individuals. 
Other states have similar priv- 
ileges within their areas. 

One of the state employes un- 
covered as an evader was re- 
quired to file returns covering a 
period of four years, it was said.

ewton Atterbury, state comp- 
troller and budget director, 
said the state now has approxi- 
mately 22,000 employes on its 
payrolls, including seasonal or 
temporary employes. Checks for 
many of these employes, such 
as for some of the state educa- 
tional institutions, do not pass 
through the comptroller’s of- 
fice. 

But methods of checking the 
names on payrolls, and the 
amounts received from the 
state, were available and could 
be investigated if the income 
tax unit had sufficient per- 
sonnel, it was said. 

The tax unit now has about 150 
employes, including 31 auditors 
to check income tax returns and 
other reports. 

More Severe Penalty. 

Pending in a House committee 
is a bill increasing the penalty 
for willful failure or neglect to 
file a state income tax return 
from a misdemeanor to a fel- 
ony, conviction, under the bill, 
would be punishable by impris- 
onment for not more than two 
years, or a jail sentence of not 
more than one year, or a fine 
of not more than $1000, or both 
imprisonment and fine. 

This bill has been pending in 
the House Committee on Gov- 
ernmental Organization since 
last March 9. 

State officials have estimated 
between 100,000 and 200,000 
Missourians are failing to file 
state income returns, based on 
the volume of Federal individual 
income tax returns and variances 
in exemptions between the state 
and Federal requirements. State 
income tax collections now total 
about $26,000,000 a year.

Measure Makes Utility Strike Violations 
| Misdemeanors and Softens Present 
Stringent Penalties.

' JEFFERSON CITY, April 26— 
A bill which would greatly modi- 
fy the King-Thompson act, pro- 
‘hibiting work stoppages in: pub- 


es, was tentatively ap- 
proved yes erday.in the Missouri 
= 


measure, which has the 
iekkine of labor interests, would 
soften stringent penalty provi- 
sions contained in the present 
law for violation of anti-strike 
restrictions during the time a 
utility might be operated under 
seizure by the state. 

The present law provides that 
any union violating that section 
be fined $10,000 a day for each 
day of the work stoppage. It 
also provides that individual la- 
bor leaders concerned in the 
stoppage might be fined $1000. 

New Provision. 

Under the proposed new law, 
any person violating anti-strike 
provisions would be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, punishable by a 
fine of $10 to $1000 and impris- 
onment for a year. 

Also, the measure would per- 
mit reinstatement with full sen- 
jority rights of any union em- 
ploye who might refuse to work 
while the utility is under state 
operation. The present law de- 
prives him of seniority rights. 


would report to the governor, 
who then could order seizure of 
the utility and operation of it 
under state authority. 

te Liability. 

The measure also would es- 

tablish state liability for claims 
for damages growing out of ac- 
cidents during the period of 
seizuré. : 
Another measure advanced in 
the House would levy a tax on 
airline .companies operating in 
Missouri. The tax would be 
levied on an air-mile basis in 
accordance with a formula 
worked out in conference. be- 
tween tHe state tax commission 
and representatives of the com- 
panies.  . 

Representative Robert . C. 
Smith Jr. (Dem.), Columbia, esti- 
mated the measure would result 
in an additional $400,000 or more 
revenue for the state each year. 

The House refused to recon- 
sider a crippling amendment 
which had been tacked last weex 
onto a proposed constitutional 
amendment to lower the voting 
age from 21 to 18 years. The 
amendment would have extend- 
ed full citizenship rights and 
responsibilities to 18-year-olds, 
also. 

After the legislators refused to 
reconsider the amendment, Rep- 
resentative Richard H. Ichord 
(Dem.), Houston, struck the pro-

Some 20,000 newspaper boys 
voluntarily conducted a fund- 
raising campaign for the Cru- 
sade for Freedom. That crusade 
brings truth to those behind the 
Iron Curtain, to people who 
otherwise could not have it. Of 
course, ethe boys’ campaign is 
not one of the normal activities 
of Ameriean newspapers — but 
the incident gives heartening 
evidence of newspaper people’s 
unlagging interest in the main- 
tenance of freedom and of 
human hope for peace. 

“] Am Inspired . 

Certainly, I am inspired ie the 
knowledge that boys of this na- 
tion will freely give of their time 
and their energy — and their

= today’s world to those 
whose masters provide them 
only propaganda. 

In this day, every resource 
of free men must be mustered 
if we are to remain free; every 
bit of our wit, our courage and 
our dedication must be mobilized 
if we are to achieve genuine 
peace. There is no age nor group 
nor race that cannot somehow 
help. 

Just over two years ago I had 
an opportunity to appear be- 
fore the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors. I then 
pledged your Government to an 
untiring search for a just peace 
as a fixed and abiding objective. 
In our search for peace we shall 
fiot be bound by slavish ad-

lems of the moment. 

It prompted my proposal be- 
fore the General Assembly of 
the United Nations that govern- 

ments make joint contributions 
of fissionable material to an in- 
ternational atomic energy agen- 
cy for peaceful research — so 
that the miraculous inventive- 
ness of man may be consecrated 
to his fuller life. 

It inspired last week's offer of 
polio information, research fa- 
cilities and seed virus—so that 
Dr. Salk’s historic accomplish- 
ment may free mankind from a 
physic@ scourge. 

It provides the reason for 

a plan oa after some weeks 
of study, I am able now to 

mnnounce. We have added to 
the United States program 
for peaceful uses of atomic 
energy an atomic-powered 
merchant ship.- The Atomic 
Energy Commission and the 
Maritime Administration are 
now developing specifications. 
I shall shortly submit to the 
Congress a request for the 
necessary funds, together 
with a description of the ves- 
sel. 

The new Ship, powered with 
an atomic reactor, will not re- 
quire refueling for scores of 
thousands of miles of opera- 
tion. Visiting the ports of the 
world, it will demonstrate to 
people everywhere this peace- 
time use of atomic energy, 
harnessed for the improve- 
ment of human living. In. 
part, the ship will be an 
atomic exhibit; carrying to all 
Zeeple practical knowledge of 

usefulness of this new 
science in médicine, agricul- 
ture and power production. 

The search for peacelike ways 
underlines a plan developed for 
expanding foreign trade em- 
bedied in H. R. No. 1, now be- 
fore the Congress. 

In every possible way, in word 
and deed, we shall strive to 
bring to all men the truth of our 
assertion that we seek only a 
just and lasting peace. 

There is no precedent for the 
nature of the struggle of our 
time. Every day, in our news- 
papers, we are confronted with 
what is probably the greatest 
paradox of history. 

Out of an instinctive realiza- 
tion of the horror of- nuclear 
war, the hunger of virtually 
every human being on this 
planet is for tranquil security, 
far an opportunity to live and 
let live, for freedom, for peace. 
And yet, defying this universal 
hunger, certain dictatorships 
coe engaged in a deliberately 

eived drive which periodi- 

aly creates alarms and fears of 


uneasy postwar world, 

crises are a recurrent interna- 

tional diet; their climaxes come 

and go. But so they have — in 

e degree—since the begin- 

g of organized” society. By 

their effect on human action, the 

peril within them is either 
magnified or diminished. 

A crisis thay be fatal when, by 
it, unstable men are stampeded 
into headlong panic. Then — 
bereft of common sense and wise 


judgment—they hastily resort to 


armed force in the hope of 
crushing a threatening foe, al- 
though thereby they impoverish 
the world and may forfeit the 
hope for enduring peace. 


A 
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A crisis may likewise be deadly 
when inert men — unsure of 
themselves and their cause—are 
smothered by it in despair. 
Then, grasping at any straw of 
appeasement, they sell a thou- 
sand tomorrows for the pottage 
of a brief escape from reality. 

But a crisis is also the sharp- 
est goad to the creative energies 
of men, when they recognize it 
as a challenge to their every 
resource, and move to meet it in 
faith, in thought, in courage. 
Then, greatly aroused—yet re- 
alizing that beyond the immedi- 
ate danger lie vast horizons— 
they can act for today in the 
light of generations still to come. 

Packed With Danger. 

The American peeple, one 
hundred sixty-four million of 
us, must recognize that the un- 
precedented crises of these days 
—packed with danger though 
they may be—are in fullest 
truth challenges that can be 
met and will be met to the last- 
ing good of our country and the 
world. 

Two great objectives are 
mountain peaks that tower above 
the foothills of lesser goals. One 
is global peace based on justice, 
mutual respect and co-opera- 
tive partnership among the na- 
tions. The other is an expand-: 
ing American economy whose 
benefits, widely. shared among 
all our citizens, will make us 
even better able to co-operate 
with other friendly nations in 
their economic advancement and 
our common prosperity. 

The fundamental hazard to 
the achievement of both objec- 
tives is*the implacable enmity 
of godless Communism. That 
hazard becomes the more fear- 
sOMe as.Wwe are guilty of failure 


out and face facts courageous- 
ly; failure to make required sac- 
rifices for the common «good; 
failure to look beyond our 
selfish interests of the moment: 
failure to seek long-term bet- 
terment for all our citizens. 
Recognizing the ruthless pur- 
poses of international Commu- 
nism, we must assure, above all 
else,- our own national safety.

So to 
sustain our own prosperity and 
economic growth we must 
strengthen the economic bonds 
between us and others of the 
free world.

No Veto for Chiang 


Whether Communist China and the United 
States can get.together for négotiations about 
Formosa is unlikely to depend upon any particu- 
lar phrase in any particular speeeh. 

It would be unwise to assume, therefore, that 
Chou En-lai doomed any hope for negotiations 
when, in addressing the closing séision of the 
Bandung conference, he referred oncé more to 
China’s alleged “right” to “liberate” Formosa. 
More important than this remark, perhaps, may 
be the view of Prime Minister Mohammed Ali of 
Pakistan, expressed after a long talk with Chou, 
that the door to negotiations is still open a erack. 

If it is, then the State Department would be 
well advised to cast about for some way of prov- 
ing to the world, and especially to the nations of 
Asia, that the United States is just as anxious to 
negotiate as the Communists. 

Rightly or wrengly,.our country too often has 
been put in the position of hanging back, of at- 
taching conditions, of qualifying our answers 
when negotiations are proposed. It should be 
clear by now that this is not. a sound position 
for the United States to occupy in the eyes of 
Asian peoples, whose good will and sympathy 
we need. 

The Prime Minister of Pakistan, who has 
proved himself a friend of the United States 
and no dupe of the Communists, makes clear 
that in his opinion the United States should help 
ease tension in the Far East by agreeing “at 
least to informal negotiations without conditions.” 

Surely this is a voice to be listened to. Ta pay 
no heed to advice which evidently represents 
the viewpoint of all Asia and a large part of the 


world would be foolhardy and stubborn. 


One of the conditions the State Department 
attaches to negotiations is that Chiang Kai-shek’s 
government shall participate. There are good 
reasons why this proposal should have been 
made, and certainly the State Department should 
go as far as it can in trying to secure represen- 
tation of Chiang in any talks. 

But what if Chiang himself refuses to partici- 
pate? His foreign minister, George K. C. Yeh, 
has already made the unqualified statement that 
the Nationalists will never sit down at a con- 
ference table with the Communists. Some news 
dispatches from Taipei declare that Chiang 
himself has declined to join any = ae talks 
with Peiping. 

If this represents the py SO view of 
Chiang’s regime, then surely the United States 
should be relieved of any obligation toward it. 
Chiang can properly claim to be consulted when 
the future of his government and the island it 
rules are being discussed, but he has no claim 
at all to exercise a veto on American sereign 
policy in the Far East. 

The time has come for plain speaking in For- 
mosa, and we hope that the Radford-Robertson 
mission was dispatched for that purpose. This 
country has gone a long way with Chiang, but 
he should now be clearly informed that he can- 
not draw us into war over Quemoy and Matsu, 
and that he cannot block any negotiations with 
the Communists which in the judgment of our 
government promise some hope of success. 
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United Fund Closer to Reality 


The United Fund of Greater St. Louis became 
a virtual reality with the selection of the nucleus 
of a board of directors and the appointment of 
Richard E. Booth, executive director of the Com- 
munity Chest, as its executive vice president. 

Various fund-soliciting agencies already have 
been asked to combine in this one-gift-for-every- 


body-and-everything organization. So far only the, 


“March of Dimes” has refused. 

’ The Red Cross, which once took a similar atti- 
tude, is friendly to the new plan. In fact, it is 
now participating In 383 of the 665 cities with 
one-gift solicitations. A pioneer among these is 


Detroit, where Mr. Booth was one of the leaders - 


of the annual drive. His experience indicates bet- 
ter results for all agencies from one joint solici- 


©. tation. In 74 cities which now have united drives 


and for which figures are availatile, the one-gift 
plan is tringing in about 26 per cent more 
money than formerly was collected. 

Quite aside 
from recruiting volunteer solicitors and meeting 
the various expenses of a money-taising cam- 
paign over and over again, most of us are in- 
clined ‘to regard repeated, appeals as something 
of a nuisance, A single appeal can be much 
more effective in dramatizing heeds and really 
stirring a community to generous compassion.

‘It will be good economy for the Missouri Leg- 
islature to give the Department of Revenue the 
$200,000 it requests for the purpose of photostat- 
ing federal income-tax returns.

There is one major factor which attracts 
American attention to the defeat of Konrad 
Adenauer’s Christian Democrats in Sunday’s 
state elections in Lower Saxony. It is the West 
German constitutional provision under which 
members of the Bundesrat, the upper.chamber 
of the Bonn parliament, are chosen by the state 
governments, Thus in Bavaria a few months ago 
Adenauer’s followers won more seats than any 
other party, but the others combined immedi- 


ately into an anti-rearmament coalition which { 
took seven Bundesrat seats from the Chancellor. 


In Saxony the shoe may be on the other foot. 
The Socialists won 59 seats to the Christian 
Democrats’ 43. But already the German party has 
called for a 93-vote opposition coalition. Even 
if the Refugee party sticks with the Socialists 
as in the past, there is the possibility of an 81- 
to-77 coalition against the Socialists. Two Com- 
munist seats are left out of consideration here. 

Americans are repelled by such “switching” of 
the election results even though virtually the 
same juggle has been performed in Washington 
on occasion by Republicans and Dixie¢rats. It 
looks too much like the fluidity of party politics 
which has caused so much trouble in France. 

. Germany's acceptance of rearmament and 
NATO membership still must be implemented 
by a whole series of legislative enactments. Re-

jection of almost any one of these might well nul- 
lify the basic decision made under Adenauer’s 
powerful influence. And how long will “the Old 
Gentleman” be in Bonn to emphasize the impor- 
tance of alignment with the West?

Trade for Atomic Ships 

An atomi¢-powered merchant ship, as sug- 
gested by President Eisenhower in his New York 
speech to the Associated Press, would be a dra- 
matic traveling exhibit of the benign uses of 
atomic energy. But he was wise to couple his an- 
nouncement of plans to build such @ ship with a 
renewed appeal for passage of the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act. 

_ Atomic-powered or otherwise, merchant ships 
must carry ©argo, and the kind and amount of 
cargo they carry will depend upon how exten- 
sively the nations of the world trade with each 


other. And the future of world trade in general 


will be powerfully affected by the tariff policies 
enunciated by Congress in its action on recipro- 

The Administration’s bill has run into danger- 
ous opposition in both parties. In addition to the, 
traditional G.O.P. protectionists, such as Sena- 
tors Millikin, Bridges and Malone, some South- 
ern Democrats, reflecting the industrial growth 


’ of their states, are sponsoring amendménts that 


would seriously weaken the measure. ; 

Thus it was Senator George of Georgia who 
last week persuaded the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee to curtail the President's authority, under 
the Reciprocal Trade Act, to negotiate tariff re- 
ductions on Japanese textiles. 

The George amendment in ‘itself may not be 
fatal; it permits a considérable leeway for tariff 
cuts on textiles, though mot as much leeway as 


‘the original bill. The danger is that it will be 
cited as a precedent for tightening up on some 


. 300 other items involved in the Japanese trade 


hegotiations, from chemicals to chinaware and 
from glassware to fish products. . Once that 
process gets started it may be hard to stop. 
So the Administration will have to muster all 
its powers of persuasion if it is to fashion a bi- 
partisan coalition that can save the bill. Up to 
now, as The New York Times remarks, White 
House efforts in that direction have been re- 
ported “so light as to be unnoticeable.” We 
hope that the President's speech presages an 
energetic drive for a liberal tariff pélicy. 
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Mr. Dowd’ s Pay Rise Proposal 

Circuit Attorney Dowd is to be commended 
for finally asking the Missouri Legislature to de- 
lay until after his current term ends the effec- 
tiveness of a pending bill to raise the salary of 
his office from $10,000 to $14,000. 

Mr. Dowd’s action follows the spirit as well as 
the letter of the constitutional prohibition against 
increasing the pay of a public official during his 
term of office. Under the proposal as originally 
drawn, the Circuit Attorney would have been 
given a few additional duties in order to get 
around the law and thus qualify for - inere- 
ment during his term. 

This same subterfuge has been ities in 
several other proposals in behalf of elected of- 
ficeholders from St. Louis. Gov. Donnelly has 
already vetoed one of these bills, and quite prop- 
erly. Another has been dropped at the request 
of the official it would have benefited. But sev- 
eral others ‘are still floating around in one house 
or the other. 

Mr. Dowd’s action ought to serve as an exam- 
ple to the other officeholders who are seeking 
to ignore the spirit of the state constitution. It

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Almost, the Greener Pasture 

As a matter of law, we must agree that those 
four California teen-agers had no right to estab- 
lish an independent government on an island 
owned by the U.S. Navy.

Philosophically, however, we are not altogeth- 
er unsympathetic with the ill-fated enterprise.

Since Dixon-Yates Is Stymied 

Disclosure that the Dixon-Yates financing can- 
not be put through until pending litigation is 
cleared up should be all that is still needed—if 
anything is still needed—te spur the Eisenhower 
Administration to an alternative plan. 

As Richard Dudman reports from Washington, 
the financing agreements provide that the money 
will become available only when the project is 
free of any pending or possible legal attack. | 

The already pending legal attacks are sure to 
go through hearings and appeals which will con- 
sume an indeterminate amount of time, and cer- 
tainly more than is available to provide for a 
prospective power shortage in the Tennessee 
Valley in 1957. / 

The Administration itself emphasized the 
urgency of this situation in calling for swift 
action on Dixon-Yates. Now that Dixon-Yates is 
a dead letter for the time being, and will be for 
no one can guess how long, will the Administra- 
tion move with the same sense of urgency? 

There are both legal and moral obligations 
upon it to do so. The Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity, a corporation of the Government, contracted 
to supply all the current and future needs of the 
city of Memphis. The contract was approved 
by the Senate. Memphis will soon be short of 
power unless new capacity js brought in. The 
sanctity of contract is the same in the case of 
the contract with Memphis as inthe case of any 
other contract. na 

Surely the Federal Government will not welsh 
on this legal and moral commitment, either out-

All these activities reflect Mr. Rath- 
bone’s conviction that art is for every- 
body.

Decline of Hate-Mongering 


ADVENTURES IN BROTHERHOOD, by James & 

Pitt. (Farcar, Straus & Co., 242 pes., $3.) 

The adventuring in brotherhood de- 
scribed by James E. Pitt is mostly the 
giant step that has been taken in a lit- 
tle more than a quarter of a century 
toward interreligious and interracial 
understanding in the United States un- 
der the stimulus of the National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews. 


It is the conviction of this author 
that since the resurgence of the Ku 
Klux Klan in the 1920s hate-mongering 
has been on the decline in this country 
and great progress has been made in 
shoring up the democratic ideal by 
making America safe for differences, 
with brotherhood no longer the watch- 
word of the few but the urgent goal of 
all thoughtful citizens.

Martin Schweig Gallery Dis- 
play Is Termed Almost En- 
tirely Abstract.

Belle Cramer, former London 
artist active in exhibitions here 
since the early 1940s, yesterday 
‘opened a solo show of 27 paint-.

The new display represents a 
bold departure in style from 
the artist’s expressionistic and 
decorative semi-abstract work 
chosen for exhibit at New York’s 
Metropolitan Museum of Art 
and museums throughout the 
Midwest and for inclusion in pri- 
vate collections in St. Louis, 
New York and London. 

Oldest. picture in the new 
show is “Marine,” a wax paint- 
ing finished two years ago. Less 
representational than a typical 
Braque still life, it is neverthe- 
less reminiscent of the French 
master’s restrained palette and 
pervading air of decorum. 

Designed to provide a transi- 
tion to the artist’s new style, 
it actually serves as an effective 
foil to other pictures shown. 
These are marked by inventive 
fantasy and turbulence of emo- 
tion, conveyed through dynamic 
contour and dashing, unexpected 
color. 

Since the show is restricted 
to the artist’s latest phase, it 
fails to suggest how her new 
mode of expression has evolved; 
this single-minded concentration, 
however, achieves an intensity 
of conviction, a purposefulness,

Belle Cramer’s new idiom, re- 
moved as far as possible from 
descriptive painting, is full of 
intentional ambiguities of form.

“Here the spec-| 
tator has to do much of the 
work,” she said. 

For the literal-minded, scant 
clues are provided by the titles, 
mostly like “Abstraction,” ‘In- 
vention” and “Metaphor.” It is 
true that one may discern part 
of a harp in “Young David's 
Rhapsogies,” but essential éle- 
ments here are not David or his 
harp but overflowing sponta- 
neity and wunpremeditated art 
somehow achieving remarkably 
architectonic form. 

Literal meaning {s withheld 
deliberately in “Untitled,” a 
contained composition of omi- 
nous shades and jagged slashes 
whose general air of sinister 
menace contrasts with the light- 
hearted luxuriousness ~- of 
neighbor, “Exotic Island.” This 
juxtaposition intensifies the pic- 
tures’ differing emotions. 

The artist conceded that the 
serene background blue of “Ex- 
otic Island” was the authentic 
hue of the Pacific ocean. She 
painted the picture last summer 
on an island off the coast of 
California, “It’s not the place, 
but the emotion, that I want to 
express,” she said.

Renville McMann, U.S.L.T.A. 
vice president and chairman of 
the international play .commit- 
tee, dispatched the following 
cable to Larsen: 

“Permission for further for- 
eign play withdrawn’ pending 
complete air mail report regard- 
ing Genoa ballboy incident.” 

The hassle occurred last Sat- 
urday in a doubles match in 
which Larsen and Enrique Mo- 
rea of Argentina defeated Hugh 
Stewart of Pasadena, Calif., and 
Sidney Sehwart of Brooklyn. 

At one stage, according to 
tournament officials, Larsen be- 
came upset over the overzeal- 
ousness of a 10-year-old ball 
boy. 

No Action at Genoa. 

Larsen . reportedly became 
nervous when the boy couldn't 
understand his requests to leave 
the court and he slammed a ball 
at the youngster. The ball hit 
the boy squarely in the face. 
The lad began crying and fled 
from the court. . 

Officials at Genoa said at the 
time no action was planned 
against Larsen, who yesterday 
came back to play the singles 
final, losing to Fausto Gardini 
of Italy, 6-4, 6-8, 6-2, 6-2. 

McMann’s cable was addressed 
to Larsen in Florence, where 
the 30-year-old lefthander was 
scheduled to begin another tour- 
nament today. 

In Genoa, Italian tennis offi- 
cials said Larsen left immedi- 
ately after the tournament and 
they didn’t know whether ne 
already received word of the 
U.S.L.T.A. action. 

The Italian Federation al- 
ready had announced it consid- 
ered the case closed and planned 
no action. Larsen had said he 
didn’t intend to hit the boy, 
hunted him up after the match 
and bought the ballboy a soft 


ed Mulloy. 

Technically, the order only 
cut off Larsen’s. expenses but 
the action was tantamount to a 
suspension. If the report.is un- 
favorable, Larsen could be set 
down by the U.S.L.T.A. amateur 
committee, which last winter 
meted out a six-month suspen- 
sion to Gardnar M ley of Mi- 
ami, Fla. 

Larsen, winner of the nation- 
al championship at Forest Hills 
in 1950 and only player to hold 
national titles on all four play- 
ing surfaces (grass, clay, hard- 
court and indoor), has been in 
hot water with the tennis brass 
before. 

He stalked off the court at 
Melbourne in 1950 and drew the 
fire of Australians for his antics 
during visits there. Last year 
he threatened to quit the tour- 
nament at Orange, N.J., because 
the crowd cheered his opponent. 
He has leveled critical blasts at 
the association. 

Although he has been among 
the top-ranked nationally—he is 
fourth this year, was No. 3 in 
1954— Larsen has been over- 
looked repeatedly in recent 
years when the Davis Cup team 
was picked. 

Larsen figures it may be be- 
cause he trains on “beer and 
hot dogs.”

N Sept. 23, 1937 from the. 


White House, President 
Roosevelt announced the 
formation of a “National Found- 
ation for Infantile Paralysis”— 


‘and the fight against polio grew 


up. The foundation was. to be 
Grant taking Richmond and 
Joshua tumbling down the walls 
of Jericho. It was to start by 
raising $1,000,000 a year and in 
16 years go to $66,000,000. For 
the first time—but not the last 
—the citizens of America were 
to turn their pockets inside out 
for a cause that had “belonged” 
to the doctors. 

The national foundation, said 
the President, would “lead, 
direct and unify” but not con- 
trol the fight against polio. It 
would receive the money from 
sthe President’s Birthday balls. 
Its incorporation papers were 
drawn up in the law offices of 
Basil O’Connor, which until 1933 
had been Roosevelt and O’Con- 
nor. These were located in the 
New York financial district, in 
the big Equitable building at 120 
Broadway. The actual organiza- 
tion date was Jan. 3, 1938, and 
the first headquarters was one 
room in the O’Connor suite. 

O’Connor now became the 
foundation's president. The need 
for a broader effort against polio 
had been apparent for some years 
to several of the people who had 
helped build up Georgia Warm 
Springs. It was this black- 
haired lawyer ‘in neat rimless 
glasses, however, who as usual 
had brought things to a bead. 

Young O’Connor helped on 
Warm Springs in the mid-twen- 
ties because he was interested 
in Roosevelt, not polio.. “He 
went into low gear on polio in 
28.” says a friend. “In ’34, with 
the birthday balls, he went into 
medium.” He did not run the 
balls, but again was the man at 
the end of most of the strings. 

Then “in 1938 he went into 
high.” O’Connor could easily 
have been a political figure. He 
had been an original Roosevelt 
Brain Truster starting in Al- 
bany. 

After Roosevelt was elected 
President—the story goes—he 
handed O’Connor a piece of 
paper and said, “Basil, put your 
name on it.” It was his pro- 
posed cabinet. O’Connor, it is 
said, told him: “I'll always work 
with you but never for you.” 

“That’s about the substance 
of what I said,” O’Connor sums 
up today. “He asked me what I 
wanted to do, and I said I 
wanted to practice law. He was 
a little amazed, but I said I 
could be of more use to him in 
that way than any other.” 

It is certain that in that way 
O’Connor remained free for the 
fight against polio. In Novem- 
ber, 1937, he called a group of 
birthday ball leaders together. 
“This is going to have to be 
more now than a one-day party,” 
he told them. “I don’t know 
how much it’s going to take, but 
it’s going to take millions.” 

The 1938 goal was $1,000,000, 
and the money collected totaled 
$1,823,045. | 

“Which,” says O’Connor now, 
“seemed like a hell of a lot 
when we got it. Frankly, I got 
a little scared. Just then, into 
my office came Dr. Graeme 
Mitchell of Children’s hospital, 
Cincinnati. Three years before 
I'd had him go down to Warm 
Springs when I wanted a cold- 
blooded report. 

“I told him, ‘I’ve got this 
money, and frankly I just don’t 
know how to proceed intelli- 
gently.’ Then and there we sat 
down for the whole day, and 
outlined our basic structure.” 

‘ There were to be a strong 
group of scientific and medical 
advisers. These advisers were to 
be formed into committees to 
pass on all future grants. They 
were, however, to be strictly 
advisers. Laymen, not doctors, 
O’Connor decided, would run 
this organization—and this in 
the health field was revolution- 


ary. 

Equally important, however, 
was the fact of the wedding be- 
tween laymen and_ experts. 
“We've never made a medical or 
scientific move our committees 
have disapproved,” says O’Con- 
nor. “And we've never failed to 
Carry out anything they've rec- 
ommended.” 

O’Connor called on Paul de 
Kruif, the writer, to pick ad- 
visers. De Kruif brought in Dr. 
Thomas Parran, surgeon gen- 
eral; Dr. Herman Bundesen 
Chicago’s health commissioner; 
Dr. Morris Fishbein of the 
American Medical Association; 
and Dr. Philip Lewin, Chicago

He Turned-Down Political Post. but Took Job as 
Foundation Head; Sister Kenney's Controversial Role 


Frank R. Ober of ~ Harvard, 
Thomas M. Rivers of the Rocke- 
feller Institute and A. J. (Ajax) 
Carlson of the University of 
Chicago also became early ad- 
visers. 

A top-flight group of 34 men 
agreed to be 
trustees. They included some 
of F.D.R.’s ablest “tame capital- 
ists’—James B. Forrestal, W. 
Averell Harriman, Edward R. 
Stettinius Jr. Other original 
trustees were Marshall Field, 
Edsel Ford, Jeremiah Milbank, 
James F. Bell of General Mills, 
Thomas E. Murray of New York 
(today an atomic energy com- 
missioner), Thomas J. Watson of 
I.B.M. and George E. Allen of 
Washington. 

“Then”—O’Connor remembers 
—‘we'd mo more than got the 
first year’s money when we 
heard from the field.” With a 
squawk. * 

Seventy per cent of the money 
from the °’35, ’36 and °37 birth- 
day balls had been left “in the 
field’ —that is, the towns where 
it was collected. 

There had not been much 
plan about the way it was used. 
Some cities gave grants to scien- 
tists. Some didn’t know what 
to do with it. Many committees, 
however, gave direct aid to polio 
victims—buying them «special 
shoes or braces, or paying for 
physical therapists, when they 
could be found. 

This followed a precedent set, 
in a way, by Roosevelt. There 
had been a “patient’s aid fund” 
aimost from the start at Warm 
Springs. “I wouldn’t want any- 
one to be sent away,” he had 
said. 

Then in his 1934 address to 
the first birthday balls, he said 
he hoped Warm Springs would 
care for everyone “rich or poor.” 
Few could be cared for at Warm 
Springs. But people began to get 
the idea that the birthday balls 
would mean care. They began to 
become aware that in those days 
polio care in most places Was 
appallingly scarce. 

O’Connor in early 1938, how- 
ever, saw the new foundation’s 
job as research. So 100 per cent 
of the money from the 1938 cam- 
paigning was retained, and a 
statement of plans said the new 
foundation would not try to help 
individuals. te 5 

“I had no experience raising 
money,” he recalls. “It seemed 
we were doing the right thing. 
But we found out very soon that 
if we thought we could keep all 
of the money we were mistaken.” 

*« * * 

N November, O’Connor made 
an about-face. Fifty per cent 
of all money from then on 
would be left in local communi- 
ties. This was to be used mainly 
to pay for the care of patients. 
And there was to be a “national 
emergency aid fund” to pay pa- 
tients’ bills in any epidemic spots 
where local funds ran out. 

The new foundation thus 
strayed in its first years—or was 
led by the people—into its most 
revolutionary decision of all. It 
became the first national organi- 
zation to say: “We will pay the 
hospital and medical bills for all 
those who can’t afford them.” 


And the test was not to be 


poverty, but merely bills beyond - 


a family’s ability to pay. The 


foundation, under O’Connor, was . 


from the beginning strong and 
businesslike. 

The decision once taken to pay 
patients’ bills, it was obvious 
there were not enough polio doc- 
tors, nurses or ‘therapists. All 
right, said O’Connor, we'll train 
them, Thousands-of fellowships 
were established, and grants 
made to develop training pro- 


grams. ‘ 

Chapters had to be set up— 

one for all but a few of the 
nation’s 3068 counties. The or- 
ganization grew and matured.‘ 
Money-raising and promotion 
were developed as fine arts. The 
volunteers by the thousands 
pitched in all over the country, 
far more people than ever had 
turned their attention to one 
disease, 
' After January 1938's flood of 
dimes to the White House, the 
March of Dimes idea was ex- 
panded. Before long the entire 
January polio drive became “the 
March of Dimes.” 

During this period, advocates 
of wars against other diseases— 
some of which killed or maimed 
far more people than infantile 
paralysis—squirmed on the side- 
lines, News stories about polio 
were always page one. “Polio,” 
like “cancer,” became a scare 
wn ientifi 

-the scientific mystery, the 
crippling of children, the fact 
that the President was a victim, 
the fact that polio occurred in 
unpredictable outbreaks, the or- 
ganizell polio movement, the 


real and terrible harm this dis- 
ease did to many of its victims— 
all of these played a part. 

In 1940 an Australian woman 
added fuel to the fire. Fifty-nine, 
strong, broad and fiery—but dis- 
regarded in her native Australia 
—Sister Elizabeth Kenny landed 
in San Francisco on April 14, 
1940. She was to affect the treat- 
ment of polio in most parts of 
the world. 

When Sister Kenny appeared 
the standard method of treating 
polio was an attempt to keep 
weak muscles straight by im- 
mobilizing them in splints or 
plaster casts. There were varia- 
tions, of course, but in general 
casts were the rule. 

* i ® 

URSE KENNY called casts il- 
Nrccica She applied hot packs 

to relieve pain, spasm and 
tightness, and quickly began 
extensive muscle re-education— 
early physical therapy and 
plenty of it. In late 1942 one 
orthopedist, a member of the 
national foundation’s top ad- 
visory committee, said: ‘“‘Con- 
tinuous rigid splinting is not 
only on its way out, it is out.” 

The medical advisory commit- 
tee of the national foundation in 
December 1941 publicly § in- 
dorsed the new treatment. By 
1947 the foundation sold for 
scrap thousands of splints kept 
on hand for epidemics—some 
years had passed without any 
call for them. 

Sister Kenny did not accom- 
plish all this quietly and pain- 
lessly. She battled doctors and 
anyone else who disagreed with 
her. Magazines profiled her and 
Hollywood made a romantic 
movie — “Sister Kenny” — star- 
ring Rosalind Russell. At a pub- 
lic appearance in New York, the 
police had to be called to pro- 
tect the nurse from fans who 
slashed buttons from her frock 
and tried to get at her big 
Australian hat. Sister Kenny 
wound up affecting the polio 
climate—the atmosphere in 
which money could be raised 
and victories won—as much as 
she affected treatment. 

In November 1941 the “peace” 
conversations with Japan’s Am- 
bassador Nomura _ twice post- 
poned Roosevelt’s plans to 
spend Thanksgiving, as usual, 
with the “polios” at Warm 
Springs. 

He finally got away on Friday, 
Nov. 28, with the Warm Springs 
Thanksgiving dinner postponed 
on his behalf. He was barely at 
the Georgia treatment center 
when Secretary of State Hull 
phoned to say the situation was 
getting Worse. 

The President cut short his 
visit and left for Washington on 
Sunday. He told the patients 
that morning, “This may be the 
last time I talk to you for a 
long time,” and he was never 
again to return to Warm Springs 
in the old holiday mood. 

On the afternoon of Sunday, 
Dec. 7, and the attack on Pearl 
Harbor, Tom Wrigley, who was 
the foundation’s press agent, re- 
members: 

“I was at headquarters in 
New York. The first question 
asked was, ‘Does this mean we 
should call off the January 
drive?’ O’Connor said, ‘We're 
never going to call off a war 
against polio. Goon. Put on 


the campaign.’ And, strange to 


ony. that drive was very success- 
u ta 

Of course, explains O’Connor. 
“It’s easy, we found, to raise 
money in wartime.” Tragedy and 
the sense of ril seemed to 
open hearts and purses—and the 
fever over polio went up again. 


_ _ * 

OST important, of course— 

the number of polio cases in 

the United States started to 
climb. In part, no doubt, be- 
cause doctors began to recognize 
and count cases that had been 
ignored — particularly, so-called 
non-paralytic cases. 


Mild polio or serious, people 
began to insist on care, and 


‘whatever all the reasons for the 


increase in statistics, the increase 
in polio as a problem was real. 
Polio epidemics struck. several 
cities, and no amount of money 
was “too much” for this disease. 

The $1.823,000 collected in 
1938 by the new polio founda- 
tion increased to $2,968,000 by 
January 1941; then $4,964,000 in 
1942, $6,518,000 in '43, $12,189,- 
000 in °44 and $18,883,000 in 
1945 — an increase in seven 
years of 1000 per cent. 

The organization's New York 
headquarters expanded into a 
suite, then a whole wing—still 
at 120 Broadway, where O’Con- 
nor and Roosevelt had practiced. 

The two men through the 
years remained close. They saw 
each other almost weekly, talked 
and sometimes played poker. 
O’Connor was a member of 


Roosevelt's “Cuff Links Gang” 
that had dinner with him every 
year on his birthday and played 
poker afterward. 

oosevelt made O’Connor head 
of the American Red Cross in 
July 1944—F.D.R. had said to 
him, “I’ve got a job that’s just 
right for you.” O’Connor be- 
gan working 18 hours a day 
without pay, half on the Red 
Cross, half on polio, completely 
ignoring his law firm. He was 
to see the Red Cross through 
the end of the war, and the polio 
cause through the day of the 
first real vaccine, but F.D.R. 
was to see neither. 

It was obvious to his friends 
in his last few years that Roose- 
velt was aging, and they were 
reminded that he was a victim 
of a crippling disease who for 
years had been carrying a huge 
strain. , 

When he returned from Yalta 
in February 1945, the President 
lacked his old energy. His 
friends found him worn and thin. 
His hands shook. 

O’Connor remembers: “I said 
to him, ‘Mr. President, you 
should take a rest. The war in 
Europe is won. And the Pacific 
war is going well.’ 

“He just said, ‘You may be 
right.” But he didn't do any- 
thing.” 

Not until March 29, at any 
rate, when he set out by train 
for Warm Springs and an at- 
tempt to get at least a little 
rest. O’Connor joined him 
there, as he had joined him on 
his first trip to Warm Springs 
20 years earlier. 

“T talked to him on Saturday 
night, April 7, and told him I 
had to leave in the morning,” 
O’Connor says. “I had to get 
ready to go out to the Pacific 
as head of the Red Cross. He 
said, ‘Come in in the morning 
and say goodby.’ I said no, he 

, needed the rest—he should sleep 
late. But he insisted. 

“So I went in at 9:15 in the 
morning. I said again, “I want 
to say something to you, and I 
know it won’t do any good. Your: 
only chance is to go away for 
90 days and do absolutely noth- 
ing. We don’t need you to win 
the war-—the war's in good 
shape. But we will need you 
after the war.’ 


“He said, ‘If only I could give |. 


it some thought.’” . 

The idea of leaving now both- 
ered O’Connor, and he offered 
to stay a few more days. No, 
Roosevelt said, he was all right. 

“We shook hands,” says 
O’Connor, “and I said goodby 
and left.” 

At noon of Thursday, April 
12, 1945, George Allen called 
O’Connor in New York, long 
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distance. “How’s the Boss?” 
Allen said. And O’Connor said, 
“George, it can happen any min- 
ute now.” 

At that moment F.D.R., at 
Warm Springs, was seated at a 
card table near his fireplace, 
waiting for the mail from Wash- 
ington that was to arrive with 
Bill Hassett in a few minutes. 
He was in good spirits. 

It was nearly 1 p.m. before 
Hassett left him. An artist was 
working on his portrait. 

At about one he told her, “We 
have just 15 minutes,” and 15 
minutes later—at 1:15—he put 
his hand to his head and fell 
back unconscious. He had suf- 
fered a cerebral hemorrhage, a 
stroke. At 3:35 p.m., without re- 
gaining consciousness, he died.

"CONNOR, testifies an inti- 
mate friend, for two or three 
weekends went to Washing- 


‘ton, just staying at the Carlton 


Hotel, having his meals, going 
for rides. 

“Just to be near Roosevelt's 
atmosphere, I believe,” the 
friend says. “He had to get it 
out of his system. If he had 
any other reason, I couldn’t see 


Many people believed the 
polio foundation would shrink 
or die with F.D.R. gone. 

“I was sure when he died it 
would be over,” recalls one man 
close to the polio cause. 

O’Connor disagreed. The heri- 
tage proved solid. The lead- 
ership and  organization—and 
the cause—proved good. More 
money was to be raised than 
ever before.

Three tablespoons olive oil, 
one-half cup grated Parmesan 
cheese, one cup tomato sauce, 
salt and pepper, oregano or 
thyme, one peeled clove garlic 
minced, one-half pound sliced 
mozzarella or American cheese. 

Brush the rounds of dough 
with one tablespoon of olive oil. 
Sprinkle with the Parmesan 
cheese. Combine’ tomato sauce 
with seasonings and garlic and 
pour over. Cover with the sliced 
cheese and sprinkle with re- 
maining olive oil. Bake in very 
hot oven (500.degrees F.), 10 to 
15. minutes. 

Note: Anchovy filets may re- 
place the mozzarella cheese. 
Diced fresh tomatoes may re- 
place tomato sauce.
